“Although a 
th rough-arid-through 
honorable man, benevolent, personally 
brave, admirable in the quiet of his 
workroom, simple in his tastes and an 
excellent 
administrator, 
Kuropatkin 
lacks,” says Col. Gaedke, “ that glance 
that penerrates the darkness of a sit­ 
uation, quick derision, immediate cor­ 
relation of means and before all the 
•nsym pathetic will that alone triumphs 
In war, that without compassion uses 
the bod! es and souls of his men in 
taking their last and best to compass 
victory 
Such men as Kuropatkin are 
not few in the Russian army and their 
qualities attach the soldier to his flag, 
but they do not win victories. 
Kiiro- 
patkin at Llaoyang burdened his mind 
with placing individual regiments, bat­ 
talions and batteries, and lost there­ 
by the conception of the whole.”

province. 
Several police posts have 
been att acted by binds of 
about 30 
men each but the assailants

by the police 
An attack on the arse­ 
nal vias also repelled. 
It la rumored 
that two regiments of troops have mu­ 
tinied and are marching on the capi­ 
tal 
The Argentine government which 
appears to have been acquainted with 
the plans of th* leaders of the plot 
took timely measures »<» suppress the 
uprising and seems to have complete 
control of the situation 
As a result of the Insurrectionary 
movement which broke out last night 
not only here but In other cities of 
Argentina, the government has Issued 
a decree establishing a state of siege 
for 30 clays throughout the whole re­ 
public, and has ordered the mobiliza­ 
tion of the national guard.
